Although Menziesia lasiophylla Nakai is referred by some authors to a variety 
of M. multiflora Maxim., it seems to me to have good distinctive characters in 
the hairiness. The scaly long hairs of the pedicels and calyces should make the 
shrub easy to recognize among its congeners. From the observation of the type 
specimen I have no hesitation to accept M. ciliicalyx var. bicolor Makino as a 
mere form of M. lasiophylla Nakai. 

2) Menziesia multiflora Maxim, var. multiflora forma multiflora.

In Menziesia multiflora the calyces are variable in size and shape, occasio¬ 
nally the divergence is remarkable. Whether this form is a distinct taxon or 
not depends upon the point of view, but I propose here to take it as a form.

This plant is similar to var. multiflora at the first glance, but it has the 
ovary with fine, short hairs, instead of glandular, rough ones, and the pedicels 
are glabrous. A specimen, so named M. lasiophylla Nakai from Mt. Amakazari, 
Prov. Echigo, preserved in the herbarium of National Science Museum, Tokyo, 
comes near to this variety, but its pedicels are not naked. This may represent 
a form of this new variety.

Aki (T. Makino, 1928 —holotype in 
Makino Herbarium). 

This variety of Menziesia ciliicalyx is quite distinct and easily recognized 
from the typical plant because of the presence of the fine hairs on the under¬ 
surface of the leaves.
